Before organizing our corporation we 
studied the entire field of high and low 
finance, looking for a natural resource that 
had not been monopolized, but one that 
would readily lend itself to profitable ex¬ 
ploitation.

J 70 R many years the regular medical 
profession in the United States has 
carried on a campaign of terrorism 
through the medical journals, the popular 
press, books, pamphlets, from the lecture 
platform and through every avenue of 
publicity to which the general public has 
access. This has been a persistent, con¬ 
sistent and continuous campaign to edu¬ 
cate the public into the idea that the ap¬ 
pendix is a useless and dangerous organ 
and should be removed. Also to induct 
into the mind of the public a favorable 
attitude on the subject of operations in 
general. Many prominent physicians 
throughout the country have advocated 
the removal of the appendix while a per¬

IN addition to the free advertising men- 
1 tioned in the preceding paragraph, we 
have organized a publicity department, the 
special function of which will be to inaug¬ 
urate a skillful campaign of terrorism and 
frightfulness. Our paid advertising will 
utilize posters and the daily press. Our 
poster department will plaster the coun¬ 
try with signs of this character: “When 
you see a Knife, think of APPENDICI¬ 
TIS.” “When you get a Pain in the Side, 
think of APPENDICITIS.” “When you 
see a Hearse, think of APPENDICITIS.” 
For our newspaper publicity we have lined 
up some of the greatest medical authori¬ 
ties and surgeons in the world to edit our 
full-page advertisements, telling in a sol¬ 
emn, scientific, dignified, simple, soul- 
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stirring and hair-raising manner just what 
a deadly organ the appendix is, an adder 
in the bosom, so to speak, that will even¬ 
tually turn and bite the hand that nour¬ 
ishes it, as it were. These great surgeons 
and authorities of the medical fraternity 
have kindly consented to give us their 
services gratis, as they consider that this 
corporation is really engaged in a work 
of philanthropy in trying to stamp out this 
deadly menace to the common health of 
our dearly loved fellow-citizens. Some 
of these men, whose utterances carry 
weight, have intimated, and others have 
actually advocated, the passage of laws 
making the removal of the appendix com¬ 
pulsory for all school children. While 
the American Appendicitis Corporation

issue a bulletin, advising all citizens to 
undergo more operations, especially the 
removal of the appendix. As this bulle¬ 
tin will be printed at the expense of the 
government and sent out under free post¬ 
age, we hope to be able to see that it 
reaches every home in the United States.

other important resources too numerous 
to mention. The Anti-Saloon League will 
cooperate, as they are in favor of remov¬ 
ing about everything that the average citi¬ 
zen wants to keep. We are also prom¬ 
ised the strong support of the I. W. W., 
the Bolshevists, the Socialists and other 
radical organizations who are in favor of 
abolishing everything that is.

IN our plans for free advertising we do 
not claim to be original. We do not 
propose to claim originality for any meth¬ 
ods of publicity that have been tried and 
tested and found effective.

cieties, Lawyers, Doctors, Beggarmen, 
Thieves, all joined hands to root and boost 
for the slaughter of the innocents. By 
this combined free advertising they suc¬ 
ceeded within a few days in stampeding 
several THOUSAND healthy children 
into their bargain clinic for the removal 
of their tonsils. And the City Hospital, 
which was headquarters for the massacre, 
reported a net profit of several THOU¬ 
SAND dollars, even at this bargain price.

the Elite Appendicitis Clubs which are 
now being organized in every city of any 
size in the United States. Indications are 
that this is to become one of the most 
popular and unique movements ever origi¬ 
nated. Eligibility to membership in this 
club, which is very exclusive at present, 
consists in the fact that one has had his 
appendix removed. While we do not 
wish to be considered imitative, yet in one 
respect our clubs will resemble the Ma¬ 
sonic Order, and that is, there will be de¬ 
grees. Each additional operation that 
one undergoes will render them eligible to 
receive another degree. This will stimu¬ 
late a friendly rivalry between members 
in having operations performed. Those 
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who achieve the thirty-third degree will 
stand on the very pinnacle of publicity and 
will be just a little lower than the angels, 
whom they will no doubt shortly join. At 
present the roster of the Elite Appendicitis 
Clubs really constitutes a tabulation of the 
members of the bon-ton and four hun¬ 
dred. It is a roll-call of our VERY BEST 
people and the most constipated class in 
the community. After this, all a person 
will have to do to break into high society 
is to have his appendix removed. In 
addition to the free advertising that the 
Elite Clubs will give us, we feel that in 
organizing them we are accomplishing a 
great public good. Heretofore there was 
no organization or club room where peo¬ 
ple who have had operations could meet 
on a common ground and discuss their 
symptoms freely with sympathetic listen¬ 
ers. All this will be changed now. In 
the community club rooms the members 
can meet with a few friendly and con- 
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genial souls and reveal the state of their 
“innards” as unblushingly as they hang 
the Monday wash on the line. The Elite 
Clubs will need no source of entertain¬ 
ment other than the opportunity to talk 
about operations. 
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FUTURE SOURCES OF BUSINESS 
UNCOVERED 

IN answer to a letter of inquiry sent out 
1 by our Department for Locating New 
Business, the American Appendicitis Cor¬ 
poration (Unlimited) has in hand a com¬ 
munication from the Soviet Government 
of Russia, promising us the support of 
their American Propaganda Bureau and 
also extending to our corporation a cor¬ 
dial invitation to transfer our organization 
to Russia as soon as we have annexed the 
American appendix. The Soviet said in 
their letter that in nationalizing Russian 
resources they overlooked the appendix 
and other useless and near-useless organs 
of the human body, and that while they 
had executed practically all citizens of 
that country who were able to pay an in¬ 
come tax, yet the common people, who are 
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the only ones left, still have a few kopeks 
secreted in the old sock, and if we will 
transfer our surgical units to Russia they 
will issue a proclamation condemning the 
Russian appendix and go fifty-fifty with 
us on the proceeds. The Russian method 
promises to be the most effective and eco¬ 
nomical in obtaining the appendix. It is 
simple in the extreme. The proclama¬ 
tion will command that all citizens must 
report upon notification of time and place 
and have their appendix removed, bring¬ 
ing all available cash, jewels, etc., with 
which to meet the actual expense to which 
the government must go in order to carry 
out this movement for the public good. 
Any person failing to answer roll-call at 
the appointed time will be subject to death 
on sight and will be shot, stabbed, clubbed, 
choked or beaten to death, according to 
the fancy of the policeman who finds 
him. 
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RUSSIAN METHOD POSSIBLY 
AVAILABLE IN THE 
UNITED STATES 

JT is unfortunate that we cannot at pres¬ 
ent utilize the Soviet method in the 
United States, as public opinion has not 
been molded to this point on the subject 
of operations. However, the Russian 
method has already been adopted by most 
of the State Governments, as well as by 
the United States Army and Navy, in the 
matter of VACCINATION, and if the 
powerful lobbyists of the American Medi¬ 
cal Association in Washington and in 
every State Capitol in the Union are main¬ 
tained a little longer we may confidently 
expect that in the reasonably near future 
the Russian method can be carried out in 
corraling the appendix. WE HAVE 
HOPES. 
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OTHER FOREIGN COUNTRIES

DARDON this digression, Mr. Investor, 
* but as the object of this prospectus is 
to prove to you beyond the shadow of a 
question of a doubt the money-making 
possibilities of the American Appendicitis 
Corporation (Unlimited), we know you 
will thank us for revealing our plans to 
the fullest extent and showing you just 
how good a thing this is. And in this 
connection, we will at this point take the 
time and space to report the very favor¬ 
able and enticing prospects that are held 
out to us by other foreign countries be¬ 
sides Russia. Our Department for Lo¬ 
cating New Business addressed letters to 
England, France, Germany, Italy, Den¬ 
mark, Holland, Sweden and practically all 
the highly civilized countries of the world. 
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In this letter we explained our plans and 
described the method that we would use 
in our operations (a patented process, by 
the way, that will be described in detail on 
a later page), showing that we would be 
able to defy competition, both in service, 
price and quickness. Practically all these 
countries have replied to our letters, plac¬ 
ing the resources of their various govern¬ 
ments at our disposal to facilitate our suc¬ 
cessful and speedy campaign. The Allies 
in the Great War, without exception, have 
written us letters of congratulation and 
gratitude, for our genius has solved for 
them the problems of paying off their war 
debts and rehabilitating their depleted ex¬ 
chequers. We suggested that in the event 
of their approval of our plans we would 
be glad to share with them fifty-fifty in 
the proceeds. The Allied countries of 
Europe state that their people have been 
educated to respect authority to such an 
extent that all their governments will have 
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to do is to issue a proclamation, request¬ 
ing their citizens as a patriotic duty, and 
as a further measure of national health 
safety, to report upon notification of the 
time and place, with the stipulated fee, 
and have their appendix removed. As 
taxation in those countries has been car¬ 
ried to the limit, our plan as submitted is 
really a savior of civilization. The statis¬ 
ticians of the British Government have 
handed a report to the Minister of Finance 
showing that literally Millions of Pounds 
may be confidently expected from the op¬ 
erations on the Appendix alone, not to 
mention OTHER things.

YY 7 E regret to state that we were dis¬ 
appointed in the case of Germany. 
We had patented our process for remov¬ 
ing the appendix and other organs and 
taken out papers in all foreign countries, 
including Germany. When we revealed 
our plans to Germany, we were immedi¬ 
ately notified by that country that as they 
considered all international contracts as 
“mere scraps of paper,” they had decided 
to appropriate our process and plans for 
the benefit of the Fatherland. They said 
that anyway, on account of the deprecia¬ 
tion of the mark the people of Germany 
had ceased to be easy marks and that our 
plans could not be pushed to a profitable 
conclusion by us in that country. On the 
other hand, she stated that they were or¬ 
ganizing operating units throughout the 
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country and that in a short time they 
would be ready to settle their war debt in 
full from the proceeds derived from this 
natural resource. It was hinted by Ger¬ 
many that it might be deemed advisable 
by them to abolish all taxation and de¬ 
pend entirely on the revenue derived from 
the surgical department of the govern¬ 
ment to meet expenses. That while they 
had not sounded out the people of the 
Republic, from their knowledge of the 
psychology of the Germans those high in 
authority were convinced that the abolish¬ 
ing of taxation would prove a very popu¬ 
lar measure. 

While the American Appendicitis Cor¬ 
poration (Unlimited) is glad to have been 
able to solve this momentous world prob¬ 
lem of settlement of war debts, which has 
baffled the financial geniuses of all the 
countries involved, yet we wish to point 
out to the government of the United 
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States and the Allied Powers that should 
Germany abolish taxation in favor of OP¬ 
ERATION, she will become the most 
powerful financial power in the world and 
will occupy such an impregnable position 
on the economic battlefield that she will 
be able to defy competition. Should this 
eventuality take place, the only way to 
save the world from this threat of a finan¬ 
cial conquest is for our own government 
and the Allies to follow suit, abolish tax¬ 
ation and substitute OPERATION as a 
means of financing their respective gov¬ 
ernments. We may not be premature in 
suggesting that we even beat Germany to 
it and DO IT NOW. To those who are 
clamoring for reduction of taxation, this 
offers a simple solution. We offer the 
suggestion for the serious consideration of 
the Republican administration, in behalf 
of the American people. The A. A. C. 
expects no reward for this. We are plain 
American citizens and we consider it our 
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sacred and patriotic duty to submit this 
solution. Our conscience would not tol¬ 
erate any other line of action. 
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UNFAVORABLE REPORTS 

|WIR. INVESTOR, we do not wish to lead 
you to believe that all is smooth 
sailing and ready money for the A. A. C. 
Far from it. In this connection, we will 
give some rather disappointing findings of 
our Department for Locating New Busi¬ 
ness. From China, Japan, India, Mexico, 
most of Southern Europe and the Balkans, 
Spain, Portugal, Africa, Central and South 
America and most of the Islands of the 
Sea, we have unfavorable answers to our 
inquiries, indicating that it will not pay 
for the American Appendicitis Corpora¬ 
tion (Unlimited) to further consider those 
countries as a possible source of future 
revenue. The answers to our letters 
might have been dictated from a central 
headquarters, as the reasons given for

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THE TONSILS 


MONG the most profitable parts of 



**■ the human anatomy are the tonsils. 
They are an unfailing source of income to 
all general practitioners and especially to 
the doctors who specialize in nose and 
throat disorders. If the Lord had not 
beneficently created the tonsils we do not 
see how many of the doctors could make 
a living. The function of the tonsils, ac¬ 
cording to the best medical authorities on 
the subject, is to have tonsilitis. If a 
child eats too much, the tonsils get sore. 
If they don’t eat enough, the tonsils get 
sore. If they get too cold, the tonsils get 
sore. If they get too hot, the tonsils get 
sore.

It remained for the American 
Appendicitis Corporation (Unlimited) to 
apply modern machine methods in the 
field of surgery. We will now proceed 
to describe the process. 
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PREPARATION FOR OPERATION 



HE most important part of the prepa- 


x ration for operation is the passage 
through our business office, where the pa¬ 
tient must, without exception, pay in ad¬ 
vance. The A. A. C. is strictly a cash 
business and our operating rooms are all 
run on the pay-as-you-enter plan. Next to 
the receiving office is the suite of our own 
special legal representatives, whom the 
client next visits. Here they are encour¬ 
aged to make their last will and testament, 
for which a moderate fee is charged. The 
legal department is for the convenience 
of our patrons and the source of a small 
added profit to the A. A. C. Our lawyers 
are retained on a very small commission, 
and the volume of business that we han¬ 
dle is so great that the fees amount to no 
small item in the course of a year. Of 
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course we do not expect anyone to die on 
our hands. Next to the legal department 
are the offices of a well known accident 
insurance company. Our methods of op¬ 
eration are considered so safe that for a 
premium of only five times the first-class 
rate for other risks this substantial com¬ 
pany is willing to issue a short-time poli¬ 
cy. The A. A. C. participates in the 
premiums, as this insurance company is 
a participating company. Under ordi¬ 
nary methods of operating no insurance 
company will assume the risk at any price. 

After going through these business for¬ 
malities, the candidates next enter our 
own specially designed chapel, where they 
can bid good-bye to their relatives and 
friends. We pride ourselves on the fact 
that we have provided music in the chapel 
suitable to the occasion. While the elect¬ 
ed ones are saying a last farewell soft 
music will be executed and our own solo¬ 
ists will render such appropriate selections 
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as “Farewell to Thee,” “When the Roll 
Is Called Up Yonder I’ll Be There,” “Will 
There Be Any Stars in My Crown,” “Al¬ 
most, But Lost,” etc. You can under¬ 
stand from the foregoing that we have 
left no stone unturned in our efforts to 
provide every encouragement to our pa¬ 
tients and allay any nervousness or appre¬ 
hension that is usual to the average oper¬ 
ating room. From the chapel the initiates 
pass into a small private room where our 
chaplain can have a word of prayer with 
them and, in the case of Catholics, the 
priest may administer extreme unction. 
From the sanctuary we enter the operating 
department proper. 
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OPERATING UNITS. 

O u * operating units consist of ten 
highly skilled surgeons, together with 
all necessary nurses, anaesthetists, in¬ 
ternes, attendants, etc., to carry the work 
through in the most expeditious manner 
possible. The patients are put under the 
ether at the rate of one a minute and 
placed upon an endless moving operating 
table. The ten surgeons are stationed at 
intervals along the line of travel. The 
mechanism of the moving table is so ar¬ 
ranged that it automatically delivers the 
patient before each surgeon in their proper 
turn, stopping for a period of one minute 
at each move. As each operator is speci¬ 
ally skilled in the one particular thing he 
has to do, one minute is very ample time 
for him to complete his work. For in¬ 
stance, surgeon number one makes the 
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incision. Then the table moves on to the 
next station. Surgeon number two finds 
the appendix, secures it with a pair of for¬ 
ceps and the table moves on. Surgeon 
number three adjusts the ligature. Sur¬ 
geon number four clips the appendix off 
and hands it over to the bottle and label 
girl. And so on through the entire line. 
As new patients are placed upon the table 
at the rate of one a minute, you can see 
that the average time used in actual opera¬ 
tion will never be more than one minute 
per head. After a little practice we may 
be able to speed the table up and bring 
the average time down to half a minute. 
A substantial reward will be held out as 
a special inducement to the members of 
any operating unit who develop the nec¬ 
essary skill to cut the time down to less 
than a minute. After the patient passes 
the final bandage adjuster, he will be 
switched off from the main track into the 
mortuary or ambulance room, according 
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to whether he needs a harp or a ride. Here 
we wish to interpolate that the A. A. C. 
has provided perfectly elegant funerals at 
less than half the usual price, as on ac¬ 
count of the large volume of business we 
can afford to render this service at a very 
moderate fee. We can assure the public 
that our undertakers are so sympathetic. 
They have been selected with special refer¬ 
ence to their sad duties. They have all 
been operated on and never crack a smile. 
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COMBINATION BARGAIN 
OPERATION. 

HAVE described in detail the op¬ 
eration for removing the appendix, 
in order to give the investigator a clear 
idea of the process. We have purposely 
not mentioned other operations in this 
connection, but will state here that our 
operating units are multiple. We offer 
special rates to those who wish to take ad¬ 
vantage of our grand bargain combination 
of operations at one time. In this unpre¬ 
cedented undertaking we remove the 
teeth, tonsils, gall-bladder, appendix and 
little toe in the short space of twenty-five 
minutes under the ether, with an actual 
operating average of one minute per head, 
and this at a less cost to the patient than 
he would usually pay for a single one of 
these operations under other methods. In 
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our multiple units the patient passes 
through a line of twenty surgeons and five 
dentists. Thus under our improved and 
patented methods we accomplish more in 
twenty-five minutes than the average sur¬ 
geon accomplishes in twenty-five years. 
As this special combination offer is in the 
nature of a bargain, few women will be 
able to resist the temptation to accept it. 
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PORTABLE OPERATING UNITS. 

JN ORDER that every city of five thou¬ 
sand population or more may have the 
advantage of operations under our system 
in their own home town, we are having 
constructed portable units. As fast as we 
trim the people in one town, the operating 
unit will be moved to the next town. We 
have on our waiting list ten thousand sur¬ 
geons, not to mention dentists, oculists, 
etc., ready to take charge of these units 
as fast as they are completed. In the great 
cities, such as Chicago and New York, and 
all cities of the first class, we will have 
permanent plants, utilizing three shifts of 
operators and running twenty-four hours 
a day. We now have under construction 
a number of permanent units in the larger 
cities. Here our traveling operating units 
will receive their training and as fast as 
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they are ready for the road they will be 
placed in charge of portable units and 
started on the move. In speaking of the 
training of surgeons for our work, we are 
reminded that capable attendants for look¬ 
ing after people who have been operated 
on are scarce, inefficient and hard to get. 
We will maintain a school for graduating 
practical nurses, who will be specially 
trained to wait on people who have passed 
through our hands. As we will be in a 
position to furnish all our graduates with 
permanent employment, we anticipate 
that this training school will be a very 
profitable branch of our work. Also we 
will get our own help free of charge, as 
these nurses will receive their training 
while assisting in our operating rooms. 
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SCHEDULE OF PRICES. 

I N the matter of charges we shall make 
no innovations, but will stick to the 
tried and proven methods of the most suc¬ 
cessful surgeons in the business. As soon 
as a candidate for operation presents him¬ 
self for our consideration, we will turn his 
name in to our Financial Department, 
which will at once secure a report on the 
standing of the person in question. If he 
is in the income tax paying class he will be 
charged accordingly. Our Financial De¬ 
partment divides all applicants into two 
classes, the common people and the up¬ 
per classes. The common people are all 
those who have incomes of less than five 
thousand dollars per year. The upper 
classes are all those who have incomes of 
five thousand dollars or more per year. As 
the upper classes do not like to be thrown 
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in among the common herd, we will main¬ 
tain special operating units to handle 
them. For the common people our sched¬ 
ule of prices will be as follows: The min¬ 
imum charge will be ten dollars, which 
will be for those having incomes of one 
thousand dollars or less. Incomes of from 
one to two thousand dollars will be taxed 
twenty dollars, and each additional thou¬ 
sand of income will be taxed an additional 
ten dollars. For the upper classes we will 
have no regular schedule. We will charge 
all the traffic will bear, the same as other 
surgeons. Our great combination bargain 
operation will be given to the common 
people for an additional twenty-five dol¬ 
lars over and above the regular fee for re¬ 
moving the appendix. These methods of 
charging are in general and successful use 
throughout the country and we can make 
no mistake in accepting them as our rule.
